Shatau is 
only one mile from the Shum Chun 
River, which at this part Is 
the Honegkong-Kwangtung frontler. 
Heavy firing hns been heard at 
several border towns, Including Ping- 
shan and Lokmachau, 

This Japanese force is believed to 
be only ten miles from Shum Chun, 
the C.K.R, rallway village just across 
the border from Hongkong. Their 
advance to the rallway has bcen 
preceeded by bombings of border 
towns. 

The most remarkable fact of the 
entire operations since the Japanese 
landed in Bias Bay has been the case 
with which they have advanced on 
their objective. 

500 VILLAGES FALL 
Since the landing in Blas Bay 
on Wednesday last, the Japanese 


have occupicd an arca in which 

thero arc approximately 600 

villages and hamicts containing o 

‘population of more than four 

millon people. 

Refugees who escaped to Hony- 
kong from Tamshul offer the Japan- 
ese entry into the city disclose that 
the total Japanese force which first 
entered the city of 10,000 people wis 
ten soldiers. They were In complete 
possession of Tamshut for two hours, 
until the main army ecnme overland. 

Tamshul was subjected to a 
terrific pretiminary acrial and naval 
bombardment und was — burning 
flercely as the Japanese entered, 

Two bombs struck the Tamshui 
High School, in which 250 children 
sought refuge. Eighty of the chil- 
dren were ixilled or injured by the 
explosions. 

A constant procession of Japanese 
convoys of transports, escorted by 
destroyers and cruisers js entering 
and Jeaving Bias Bay. Yesterday 2 
further twenty transports arrived 


and immediately commenced disem- 
barking; troops and suppltes, , 

Heavy supplies of mechanised 
units, including tanks and motor 
lorries, are being discharged into 
lighters, in which they are taken 
across the bay to Nimshan. From 
Nimshan tho Jorries and tanks are 
driving: up to Waichow. 

Japanese engineers have con- 
scripted the terrorised Chinese 
inhabitants of Wulchow to help re- 
construct the bridges ucross the-East 
River, destroyed by the Chinese 
troops before they retreated. 


NAVY C. P. 0. 
FOUND SHOT 


Chief Petty OMcer George Pitman, 
of H.M.S. Birmingham, was found 
dead on Sunday morning In 1 room 
in the China Fleet Cltb, 

Pitman had been shot and no fire- 
arm was lying near the body. 
Although investigations have not been 
completed it is believed that the 
fatal Injury was self-imposed. 

Pitman is believed to have come 
from Portsmouth.

ATHENS, Oct. 16. 

A PROCLAMATION by the 

“Federation of the Natives of 
Cyprus", in which the. right of 
selfdetermination is demanded 
for the inhabitants of the island, 
has attracted not only the atten- 
tion of the British authorities, 
but has found a loud response 


among the natives on the island. 

The demands, which are made by 
former inhabitants of the island now 
living In Grecee, most of them In 
banishment following the uprising of 
1931, will hnve the result, it fs 
believed, of bringing about negotia- 
tions between the Britlsh and Greek 
governments, with an ultimate settle- 
ment of the problem. 

Hope Is expressed that the . final 
solution will be a2 reunion of the 
population with Greece, 

Cyprus, which has a population of 
310,000, demanded, on the grounds of 
the right of self-determination pro- 
clasmed by the Allfes in 1919, to be 
unlted with Greece, but during the 
Pence nexotiatlons, the British Prime 
Minister, then Mr, David - Lioyd 
George, urged the Greek Prime 
Minister, M. Venizelos not to Insist 
upon tneluding Cyprus In any of the 
treaties, promising him that the 
question would be regulated by 
direct neyoliations between Greece 
and England, 

Neither Mr. Lloyd George, nor any 
succeeding, Hritish Government has 
taken steps to full this promise, 
and in 1925 the Island was proclaim- 
ed a Crown Colony of Great Britain: 
At the present time all the legisla- 
tive and executive power on the 

in the hands of the 
as the constitution of the 
island w t aside years ago. 

It is stated that Indignation hos 
risen among the natives of Cyprus 
through the ban imposed by the 
nuthorities on the teaching of Greck 
history and geography in the schools. 
It Js also pointed out that administra- 
tive ofMlcinis ore drawing high 
salaries which have to be raised by 
the none-too rich Hopulation.- 

During past years all activist and

THE DAY 


OF 
RECKONING 


For years the Hongkong 
Telcyraph hus been as a voice 
calling in the wilderness, draw- 
ing attention to, and secking 
remedy for, the manifestly un- 
sound Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Pension system employed by 
Government in this Colony's 
civil service. For thirty years, 
civil servants have been mulct 
annually of thousands of dollars, 
contributed by them to the 
existing scheme, Apart from 
the fact that, since 1908, 
Government has escaped the 
unquestionable obligation that it 
should contribute pro rata to- 
wards these pensions — an 
obligation which, the Colonial 
Otfice Pensions’ Committee Re- 
port in 1936 expressly reiter- 
ated, devolved upon all Colonial 
Governments—it has, in addi- 
tion, used os “revenue” the 
substantial difference between 
civil servants’ contributions and 
sums paid out to widows and 
orphans as pensions. 


‘The system now in force dates 
back to a 1908 Ordinance which 
abandoned the Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Pension Fund then in 
existence and paid the fund’s 
bank balance of $380,000 into 
revenue, It is probable that 
the story that widows and or- 
phans of Hongkong civil sor- 
vants built the British section of 
the Kowloon-Canton Railway is 
not altogether apocryphal. In- 
cluding this $380,000, and in the 
intervening thirty years up 
to the end of 1939, Hongkong 
civil servants will have paid 
_ | 35,904,849 to Government 
through a four per cent. levy on 
their salaries for contributions 
to the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
scheme, and will have received 
back only $3,699,631. The rest 
has been spent by Government. 

The Financial Secretary, in 
his comments in Legislative 
Council last week, termed as 
“mischievous” the charge made 
by the Telegraph that Govern- 
ment was making a profit out of 
the Widows’ and Orphans’ Pen- 
sion scheme: nevertheless, over 
a period of thirty years, Govern- 
ment has received and ‘spent 
32,205,218 surplus contributions 
{to tho scheme and to-day has 

not one cent to show for it. In 
addition, it has evaded for thir- 
ty years the obligation it 
formerly assumed of.contribu- 
ting towards widows and orphans 
pensions on a_ basis of “sixty 
cents -for every dollar con- 
tributed by civil servants. With 
this. and compound _ interest 
added to the money which would 
have accrued to the old Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Pension Fund had 
it not been abolished, tho credit 
balance. today would have

The 
announcement by Mr. ‘Caine 
that, at long Jast, the Tele- 
yraph’s oft-reiterated sugges- 
tions are to be adopted comes 
simultaneously with an an- 
nouncement that increased taxa- 
tion for other purposes is 
inevitable in the near future. 

Despite the Financial Secre- 
tury’s statement that there is 
no foundation for the Tele- 
graph's suggestion that Govern- 
ment has made:a. profit out of 
the existing scheme, the fact 
remains that nothing Govern- 
ment can do to-day by way of 
‘reparation will benefit the ma- 
jority of civil servants who paid 
into the scheme the excess 
money Government derived to 
offset the Colony’s. budget ex- 
penditure of. early days, Nor 
can Government to-day call 
upon the taxpayers of yester- 
years to meet the full 
of Government which they 
avoided as a result of Govern- 
ment's action then of regarding 
pension contributions as budge 
tary revenue. Thnt burden will 
falf on tho present or futuro 
taxpayer. It is going to be an 
expensive day of reckoning for 
taxpayers. who, in view.of the 
almost certain increases in taxa- 
tion necessitated by. the Colony’s 
swollen budget, can ill-afford to 
dig deeper into their pockets in 
order to rectify’ unsound 
financial administration of ‘past 
years, Re 

.Wiatever the cost, the pre- 
sent Government must at the 
carHest possible moment dig it- 
self out of the morass created 
by unsound allministration of 
clvil service pensions by past 
Governments. For each year 
the action promised by the 
Financial Secretary is delayed, 
tho taxpayer on the day of 
reckoning will be faced with an 
addition ‘to the ‘bill of at least 
$100,000.

A tic in an Interport Lawn Bowls match does not scem to be a 


very satisfactory conclusion, 


especially as the rubber depends on 


the results of three matches; yet this was tho official verdict yester- 


day at Kowloon Docks in the first gan 
Series between Hongkong and Shanghai. 


At the end of 21 hends the scores 
were deadlocked at 20-20. The 
majority of the spectutora were walt- 
Ing expectantly to sce an extra head 
to decide the game and they were 


surprised to see the players shaking [ 


hands Indleating that the match was 
. over. 

From the purely playing point of 
view, there was 50 little between the 
two rinks that perhaps.a draw was 
the fafrest reflection of the contest. 
But what will be the position if Hong- 
kong and Shanghal cuch win one of 
the remaining two games? The 
Shanghal playera will have come all 
the way to the Colony without any 
definite result being reached. 


ALWAYS INTERESTING 


Though a consistently high stand- 
ard wos not maintained, play was 
alwoys interesting.  Shanghat made 
an excellent start and had forged 
nhead to 8-3 on the elghth head while 
local men were still struggling to find 
thelr green and welght. This lead 
was increased to 15-6 on the 13th; 
but thereafter a great improvement 
was secn— in the Hungkons 
rink, and a three, ao single and 
a brace in that order on the 14th, 
1$th and 16th heads took them 
within striking distance. After con- 
ceding a single on the 17th, Hongkong 
registered a five on the 18th—the 
biggest count.of the day—te pass 
Shanghai’s score and to lead 17-16 
for the first time. A two on the 19th 
touk Hongkong to 109-16, but Shang- 
hat came back with a four on the 
20th to regain the lead as the result 
of n brilliant shot by Wallace, the 
Shanghai skip, who rested out Brad- 
bury’s first shot just sufficiently to 
give his side four at a vital stage of 
the match. Hongkong,’ however, 
mannged to score a single on the 
21st hend to level the account. 


Despite the distance they had to 
travel to Kowloon Docks, quite a 
number of people watched the 
encounter. His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor, Sir Goeffry Northcote, who is 
Patron of the Hongkong L.B.A., was 
nn interested spectator throughout. 

Though drawing well, the green 
was very “fiery.” The Shanghal 
players seemed more at home on it 
than the local men, who found St n 
little bit too fast. Strangely enough, 
J. McKelvie, the Hongkong No. 3, 
who was playing on his own green, 
was most affected, ‘being heavy 
almost right through the match. 


WALLACE BRILLIANT 

The man of the match was un- 
doubtediy Hugh Wallace, the Shang- 
hal skip, who proved. himsclf .a 
veritable bug-bear to. the Hongkon#t 
rink, He eapped aon excellent per- 
formance by extricating Shanghai 
out of what seemed to be a losing 
position in the 20th head when 
Hongkong, leading 19-16 and lylng 
onc, nppeared assured of victory. He 
not only took this shot out but gave 
his-side four. ‘That Shanghai falled 
to clinch matters on the last head 
was certainly not his fault.
